We alſo read in the New Teſtament of many of 


Naaman's ſtamp who rejected baptiſm; but not an in- 
ſtance can be found therein of any which had received 
the Holy Ghoſt, who thought it might be altered or diſ- 


penſed with; or, who taught others to think lightly of, or 


deſpiſe it. And the caſe before us is a ſufficient proof that 


water baptiſm is neceſſary, and not to be neglected, even by 
thoſe who are baptized with the ſpirit; for, though theſe 
people were baptized with the Holy Ghoſt in an extraordinary 


manner, ſo.as to ſpeak in ſeveral different languages, and 
magnify God, yet neither Peter nor the Holy Spirit thought 
that was ſufficient to juſtify them in ſetting aſide the com- 
mand and ordinance of God and Chriſt ; or that it was not 
obligatory upon the converts to follow the example of Jeſus, 
and to ©.
